Sirus, "the dog star" is the chief star of the Canis Major (big dog) 
constellation The worship of Sirius is tied to ancient Egypt, it was 
observed that the rising of this star coincided with the flooding of the 
Nile. In Egyptian mythology Sirius represented Isis, one of the many 
names used to represent the "star goddess". 

The worship of the 8 pointed star continues to this day; as we can see 
from the Rider- Waite tarot card for "The Star" Sirius was tied to 
Aquarius, the water bearer of the horoscope. In the occult world the 
"Age of Aquarius" is synonymous with the "age of reason" of 1 8th 
century France and America and continues with the new age 
movement of today. The 'age of Pieces' (Christ) must come to an end 
in order for the 'age of Aquarius' to begin. 

Every summer at sunrise on Jury 3rd the 'dog days" begin yet again 
lasting until August 1 1th according to the tradition of the Old Farmer's 
Almanac.
